Charlton  Kings  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.Chairnan,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  subiiit  the  Annual  Report  for  1959  on 
the  environnenta 1 hygiene  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
Urban  Distridit.  The  report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with 
Circular  1/60  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  Regulations  5 (5) 
and  15  (5)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959. 

Mr .Vif .LaBooy , Surveyor  and  Public  Health 
Inspector,  contributes  the  section  dealing  with  the  Sanitary 
Inspection  of  the  District  and  the  Council’s  Refuse  Collection 
Service . 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the 
population  6,960  is  an  increase  of  140  persons  over  the  previous 
year.  There  were  121  births,  a decrease  of  nine  fron  1958,  but 
even  so  the  Birth  Rate  17.4  compares  favourably  with  the  rate 
16.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

Eighty  five  people  died,  eleven  fewer  than  in 
1958  and  nahing  the  Death  Rate  12.2,  V7hich  is  somewhat  higher 
than  the  national  rate  11.6. 

Only  one  infant,  under  one  year  of  age  died, so 
that  the  infantile  i.ortality  is  at  the  rate  of  9.0  deaths  per 
1000  live  births,  as  against  the  national  rate  22.0. 

The  Health  Statistics  are  derived  froiT  snail 
nuiubers  and  so  are  liable  to  big  variations  but  they  are 
favvourable  to  the  Urban  District. 

The  District  was  free  iron  any  outbreak  of 
serious  infectious  disease,  particularly  acute  polionyelitis . 

At  the  tine  of  writing  vaccination  against  polion\3^elitis  is 
available  to  all  persons  up  to  the  age  of  40  years.  The 
poorest  acceptance  is  amongst  teenagers  who  perhaps  are  in 
most  need  of  protection.

The  nui'iber  of  houses  coapleted  during  the  y^o.r  was 
56,  conpared  with  37  Bor  the  previous  year.  There  was  no  sign 
that  the  pace  of  growth  by  building  development  was  easing, 
although  the  anount  of  scheduled  land  available  was  diminishing 
quickly.  So  much  so,  in  fact,  that  the  Council  was  naking 
representations  to  the  Planning  Authority  for  the  release  of 
more  building  land  in  the  quinquennial  review  of  the  County 
Developnent  Plan,  due  in  I960.

No  major  fault  in  the  sewerage  systen  occurred  during 
the  year,  although  a huinber  of  repair  works  had  to  be  carried 
out.
